WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's trade balance floun- 
dered in deficit in the first 
month of the year, but a key 
economic indicator pointed to 
improvement in the domestic 
economy, the Commerce De- 
partment said today. 


The department 
said 
the 


trade deficit in January was 
$318.9 million on a seasonally 
adjusted basis, as both exports 
and imports expanded by more 
than 9 per cent. Last month's 
import total of $4.5 billion set a 
record. 


Domestically, the department 


said its index of leading busi- 
ness indicators advanced by 2.3 
per cent in January, the largest 
monthly increase since October 
of 1963. The leading indicators 
are supposed to foreshadow fu- 
ture movements in the econo- 
my. 


Six of the eight leading in- 


dicators available improved in 
January, the department said.

SAIGON (AP) - South Viet- 


namese forces launched a third 
operation into Cambodia Sun- 
day amid another surge in 
fighting that killed or wounded 
nearly 200 enemy and South 
Vietnamese troops, the Saigon 
command announced today. 


A communique claimed 136 


North 
Vietnamese and 
Viet 


Cong killed in nine engage- 
ments, while South Vietnamese 
casualties were 20 killed and 37 
wounded. 


The new operation into Cam- 


bodia was west of South Viet- 
nam's southern Mnong plateau, 
about 130 miles northeast of 
Saigon. Spokesmen 
described 


the operation as a "reconnais- 
sance in force" by 1,000 to 1,500 
men to check infiltration into 
South Vietnam. Six enemy had 
been reported killed so far, and 
there have been no South Viet- 
namese casualties, the Saigon 
command said. 


Two other opera tioas totaling 


5,000 men are under way in 
Cambodia 150 and 225 miles 


farther south, aimed at block- 
ing infiltration toward Saigon 
and into the western Mekong 
Delta. 


One of them produced the 


first major fighting inside Cam- 
boda in several weeks, north of 
the Saigon-Phnom Penh high- 
way, when a South Vietnamese 
task force spearheaded by an 
armored column ran into heavy 
enemy fire. 
Fifty-two North 


Vietnamese and Viet Cong were 
reported killed in the clash 12 
miles from the Vietnam border, 
along with 16 South Vietnamese 
killed and nine wounded. 


U.S. 
fighter-bombers 
and 


helicopter gunships supported 
the South Vietnamese. 


South Vietnamese Ranger on 


the third drive reported light 
contacts with enemy troops 15 
to 20 miles east of Takeo and 
reported killing six. They said 
one ranger was wounded. 


On South Vietnam's eastern 


coast, government infantrymen 
came under a 60-round mortar 
barrage followed by a ground 
attack near Dat Do, a district 
45 miles southeast of Saigon. 


The South Vietnamese reported 
14 enemy killed, all by 
air 


strikes, and said nine govern- 
ment troops were wounded. 


In the northern part of the 


country, 
government 
forces 


claimed 52 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong killed in three 
engagements south of Hue and 
Da Nang. They said one South 
Vietnamese was killed and 14 
where wounded. 


In the air war, the U.S. Com- 


mand said North Vietnamese 
batteries fired three missiles at 
an Air Force F4 fighter-bomber 
and a B57 bomber conducting 
missions Sunday night over the 
Ho Chi Minh trail in southern 
Lao. 


"The aircraft took evasive 


action and sustained no dam- 
age," said a communique. They 
did not fire back because the 
launch site of the SAMs was 
not observed. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced that a U.S. Army OH6 
light observation helicopter was 
shot down on a reconnaissance 
mission 21 miles northwest of 
Saigon, and 
two 
Americans 


were wounded.

Seemingly, they die .it the same 
time. Yet. if one has outlived 
the other even for an instant, 
that 
may make an enormous 


difference to their heirs. It may 
decide 
whether 
the 
husband's 


relatives or the wife's relatives 
inherit the estate. 


Accordingly, in this "common 


disaster" situation, strenuous ef- 
forts arc often made to figure 
out which of the two victims 
was the last to die. 


In 
a 
recent 
case, 
double 


deaths occurred when a speeding 
truck rammed into the passenger 
side of a car. Both husband and 
wife died instantly. 


But since the svifc—sitting on 


the passenger side—had 
been 


struck first, a court concluded 
' that the husband must have lived 
1 a fraction of a second longer. By 
this split second, the wife's rela- 
'lives lost out on their claim to a 
share of the estate. 


With common disasters be- 


coming more 
frequent, 
many 


kinds of evidence have been 
found useful in deciding who 
died last. Anything from the po- 
sition of the bodies to their 
physical condition may provide 
the telltale clue. 


On the other hand, there may 


be no evidence at all, good 
enough to be trusted in the 
courtroom. 


In another case, a mother and 


daughter were found dead of 
asphyxiation. 
The 
only "evi- 


dence" as to which one died last 
was that the daughter probably 
held out longer because she was 
younger. 


But a court said this was 


plain 
guesswork, 
and 
turned 


down a claim put forth by rela- 
tives of the daughter.

Mixed Reaction to 
Final Communique

The 
U.S.-Chinese 
commu- 


nique issued at the close of 
President Nixon's visit to the 
Communist mainland has re- 
ceived a mixed reaction from 
both Republican and Democrat- 
ic presidential contenders, but 
the conservative candidates of 
both parties like it least. 


Rep. John M. Ashbrook of 


Ohio, a conservative challeng- 
ing Nixon for the GOP nomi- 
nation, said he was shocked 
and dismayed Sunday at the 
President's agreement to Pe- 
king's demand for unilateral 
withdrawal of U.S. forces from 
the Nationalist Chinese island 
of Taiwan. 


"Almost equally distressing," 


Ashbrook said, "was the con- 
trast between the conciliatory, 
deferential rhetoric employed 
by the United States and the 
military 
propaganda 
that 


marked the Chinese portions of 
the communique." 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 


Washington, one of the more 
conservative of the Democratic 
hopefuls, noted the document 
did not announce a withdrawal 
of Chinese troops from Laos 
and said: 


"It appears we're doing the 


withdrawing, and they're doing 


the staying. That doesn't sound 
like a good horse trade." 


Mayor Sam Yorty of Los An- 


geles, also a Democrat, said 
Nixon's personal triumph in 
China might be "at the expense 
of appeasement which may cost 
the United States in the fu- 
ture." 


Candidates generally consid- 


ered more liberal than Nixon 
were less critical of the com- 
munique, although some ex- 
pressed reservations. 


Mayor John V. Lindsay of 


New York, who is running as a 
Democrat, described the com- 
munique as a good step and 
said he hoped "general accom- 
plishments will be followed by 
specifics." 


Rep. Paul N. McCloskey Jr., 


R-Calif., an outspoken opponent 
of the administration's In- 
dochina policies, said the docu- 
ment "seems entirely reason- 
able to me, and I see nothing 
unusual in it." 


But Sen. George McGovern, 


D-S.D., said he was dis- 
appointed 
because

hoped for release of three

and a no-first-strike agreement 
against either side striking first 
with nuclear weapons."

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The space agency, thwarted 
Sunday by a power loss and 
high winds, will try again 
tonight to launch the Pioneer 10 
spacecraft to explore the planet 
Jupiter. 


The Atlas-Centaur rocket was 


rescheduled to start the probe 
on its 22-month journey to Jupi- 
ter at 8:45 p.m. EST.

smoothly to within 59 minutes 
of liftoff Sunday night when 
there was a sudden loss of elec- 
trical power in the blockhouse 
and launch area. 


The National Aeronatucis and 


Space Administration said a 
circuit breaker had failed but it 
did not know why.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


publican strategists, looking 
over their shoulders at an in- 
creasingly tight battle for the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation, keep seeing Ted Kenne- 
dy.

The Nixon strategists inter- 


viewed agreed Edward M. Ken- 
nedy is serious at this point in 
declaring he is not a presiden- 
tial candidate this year. They 
also agree Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine is leading the 
crowded field for the Demo- 
cratic nomination. 


But they also said it's too 


early to predict a Muskie nomi- 
nation, especially in light of 
what they see as increasing 
strength for Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota and, to 
a lesser extent, Sen. George 
McGovern of South Dakota and 
Mayor John Lindsay of New 
York. 


"Kennedy is in an awfully 


good position if he wants to 
make a move," said James Al- 


lison, former deputy chairman 
of 
the 
Republican 
National 


Committee and now a political 
consultant. 


"He can ride through as a 


noncandidate while the others 
eat each other up," Allison 
said. "If he thinks Nixon is vul- 
nerable, he can go. There is 
some thinking he'll come off 
the bench and I think really 
deep down many Republicans 
fear him the most." 


One GOP strategist closer to 


the Nixon campaign than Alli- 
son said, "If I were pinned to 
the wall, I would predict Mus- 
kie will be the nominee. But the 
chances for a tremendous tieup 
at that convention are good. 
It's not unlikely they'll go the 
convention without a clear-cut 
winner."

House public health subcom- 
mittee, is bringing a noise-con- 
trol bill to the House floor 
Tuesday. The tools provided by 
this first legislative effort to 
curb noise on a nationwide 
basis, 
he says, 
could sig- 


nificantly cut sound levels with- 
in three to four years. 


The bill would grant the En- 


vironmental Protection Agency 
power to develop noise emis- 
sion standards and to identify 


major noise sources under pol- 
lutant categories of construc- 
tion equipment, transportation 
equipment, motors and engines, 
and electronic and electrical 
equipment. The Federal Avia- 
tion Administration would set 
aircraft noise standards. 


EPA would require informa- 


tive labeling of products which 
emit noise capable of "adverse- 
ly affecting the public health or 
welfare." EPA also would de- 
termine the products that quali- 
fy for a low-noise designation, 
and would certify them for use 
by federal agencies. 


The initial three-year pro- 


gram would be financed by $21 
million, plus $5 million for fed- 
eral procurement of low-noise 
products. The bill has the sup- 
port of the Nixon adminis- 
tration and various environ- 
mental 
and 
conservation 


groups. 


Floor debate is expected to 


center on the state role in set- 
ting standards, with an amend- 
ment due that would allow the 


than 
states tougher standards 
those designated by EPA. 


The bill's authors went along 


with 
the 
administration's 


stance on a general concept of 
federal pre-emption of state 
and local authority to set stand- 
ards on new products for which 
federal standards apply. In oth- 
er cases, the bill would not af- 
fect state and local noise-con- 
trol powers. 


The bill would provide for 


fines of up to $25,000 per viola- 
tion for noncompliance or fail- 
ure to label. Citizen suits would 
be authorized against violators 
and against EPA or FAA for 
alleged failure to act. 


EPA would be required to set 


standards within 18 months of 
enactment of the bill. The legis- 
lation also would bring together 
fragmented 
efforts 
of seven 


agencies with major antinoise 
programs and 11 agencies with 
some dealings with the prob- 
lem.

Dear Dr. Lamb—As ridicu- 


lous as this sounds. I bought 
a lounge exerciser so I could 
start a swimming and condi- 
tioning program for myself. 
My problem isn't sore mus- 
cles. I just can't do the exer- 
cise without becoming nause- 
ated and this sick f e e l i n g 
lasts for hours. I have al- 
ways had motion sickness 
from cars and t u m b l i n g 
when in high school, but this 
is really a disappointment. 
Is there any way I can get 
my money's worth out of this 
exerciser, or do I chalk this 
up as money down the drain ? 
Any suggestions, any advice 
on c o n t r o l l i n g my weak 
stomach will be greatly ap- 
preciated. I am a woman of 
20, if age and sex make any 
difference. 


Dear Reader—Since y o u 


seem to be prone to motion 
sickness and have had this 
kind of difficulty with acro- 
batics, I doubt very much 
that you are going to be able 
to use this device. Don't feel 
too bad about that. It prob- 
ably wouldn't have helped 
you a great deal a n y w a y , 
and, as far as losing your 
money on the device, you 
won't be the first one. You 
would be s u r p r i s e d how 
many millions of dollars are 
being spent every year on 
worthless exercise devices. 
Good evercise is wonderful 
for the body, but there are a 
lot of devices on the market 
that in no way really pro- 
mote health. The only way I 
can see that you are going 
to get your money's worth 
out of this device is take it 
back where you bought it 
and d e m a n d your money 
back. 


As far as controlling your 


weak stomach muscles, your 
best aid is do some simple 
exercises at home. One of 
these is the s i m p l e sit-up 
exercise. Stretch out flat on 
the floor, bend your knees 
up and then do sit up exer- 
cises. The only reason for 
raising the knees is so you 
will be using your abdominal 
muscles instead of the mus- 
cles that bend your hips.

plain so that people can un- 
derstand it without illustra- 
tions, I might make another 
suggestion. Lie down on the 
floor and put the part of your 
legs from the knee down, up 
on a couch of the right height 
and then do your sit-up exer- 
cises. This effectively makes 
the body assume the same 
posture that you have when 
you are sitting in a chair 
only you will be lying on your 
back! This avoids using the 
muscles that bend the hips 
and m a k e s you use your 
abdominal muscles. These 
exercises are primarily for 
the upper abdomen. 


To exercise the lower abdo- 


men, stretch out on the floor, 
put your feet together and 
then, k e e p i n g your knees 
straight, raise the feet up in 
the air, then let them back 
down to the floor. A variation 
on this is to spread your legs 
just before the heels reach 
the floor and then bring the 
feet back together again be- 
fore letting the heels rest on 
the floor. Leg lifts of various 
types are useful for the lower 
abdomen. 


I notice from some of the 


reading material that comes 
to my office that belly danc- 
ing is now an "in" thing. If 
you can find the right place 
to obtain instructions in this 
ancient art, it should do a lot 
for your w e a k abdominal 
muscles. You are on your 
own, though, as far as find- 
ing out where you can obtain 
lessons.

Mrs. Elroy Barnes 
has to put a red flag out so 
the school bus can see her 
mobile home. D o w n t o w n 
shoppers walk along plowed 
sidewalks that r e s e m b l e 
bobsled chutes. And, folks 
say, some of the cars that 
got stuck in the most recent 
blizzard won't be seen again 
until spring. 


Meteorologists, of course, 


can explain the whole phe- 
nomenon very clearly. Rob- 
ert Sykes of Oswego'says it 
has to do with m o i s t u r e - 
laden air coming down from 
Lake Ontario. Then there's 
the friction of the earth. And 
something called orograph- 
ies. Also c o n v e c t i v e cur- 
rents. That sort of thing. Ah, 
yes. 
Well, anyway, Sykes 


adds, short while back me- 
teorologists from along the 
East Coast gathered in Os- 
wego to mull the whole busi- 
ness over—and, you guessed 
it, they got snowed in. 


To be sure, snowed in is a 


way of ]ife in this region. 
Even for people who don't, 
u n d e r s t a n d orographies.

Then, deciding that wasn't enough, they began vis- 
iting the inmates. Armed with guitars, refreshments and 
good intentions, the group began to entertain the pris- 
oners. 


Janet, a sophomore at J. L. Mann High School, wrote 


that they started the visits "mainly to relieve their bore- 
dom." But what it actually did was to break down the 
barriers of confinement. The inmates as well as the youth 
group are aware of the differences in backgrounds and 
life styles, but have managed to understand it. 


The program, always informal, has the group singing, 


talking and, more importantly, listening. The (iivens in- 
mates were so taken by these visits that they invited the 
group back, this time to be entertained by the prisoners. 
Janet Rumler hopes that the visits will help the men "re- 
adjust to a social life and to people outside of the prison 
environment, besides providing them with regular enter- 
tainment while they await their release."

The t o u r escort's job 


comes in a great many vari- 
ations, and can range from 
a one-day jaunt to a 60-day 
world cruise.

5,000 people working as tour 
escorts, and some jobs go to 
students who want to work 
during summer vacations. 


Types of escort work can 


be broken down roughly into 
two categories: 


• The job where the per- 


son is employed as an escort 
by a tour wholesaler (a com- 
pany that arranges group 
tours). He may be a pro- 
fessional tour director, or a 
specialist—perhaps a scien- 
tist or artist—who accom- 
panies small, select groups 
of travelers; 
or a college 


student 
or 
teacher 
w h o 


works only during summer 
vacations. 


• A job where the indi- 


vidual assembles a group of 
travelers—often friends and 
asquaintances, or p e o p l e 
who have a common cultural 
interest—and sets up his own 
tour. 


The nature of the tour 


determines the work of the 
escort. Some tours demand 
chiefly a manager, who at- 
tends" to all the details and 
sees that his charges arrive 
and depart on time, etc. Oth- 
ers 
require 
considerably 


more 
expertise, 
such 
as 


knowledge of art, music or 
classical literature; and still 
others may expect a leader 
who knows bis way around 
the ski slopes or other resort 
areas. 


The tour escort in all cases 


must possess special char- 
acteristics: a sense of re- 
sponsibility and good judg- 
ment, ability to solve prob- 
lems on the spot, and, a 
pleasant and outgoing per- 
sonality and the capacity to 
not only get along well with 
others but to take care of 
many details including book- 
keeping. 


Above 
all — and 
almost 


taken for granted—the tour 
escort must possess a zest 
for travel. 


Age limits vary, but most 


tour companies require a 
minimum age of 20. Previ- 
ous travel experience, pre- 
vious 
work 
in 
a 
travel 


agency or airline office, a 
college education or other 
broad cultural background 
and an above-average knowl- 
edge of geography are some 
of the useful qualifications. 


A quick way for a high 


school student to learn more 
about tour escorting is to set 
up a tour for a group of fel- 
low students and go along 
as "tour director."
